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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 26, 35, and 40 define tag library extensions for processing custom 
action tags in web pages. As part of this extension, the claims define an object-oriented tag 
handler, which comprises three specific methods (the described do-start, do-body, and do-end 
methods) for processing the custom action tag and effecting translation of the custom tag body 
from a scripting language to executable platform independent code necessary to carry out the 
actions defined in the custom action tag body. The prior art of record fails to expressly teach or 
fairly suggest this particular arrangement for processing and translating custom action tags in 
web pages in the context of the other tag library extension features recited in claims 26, 35, and 
40. Claims 27-34, 36-39, and 41 are considered allowable at least by virtue of their dependence 
from allowable claims 26, 35, and 40.
